Constitute a Land Department, and to amend the Laws 
relating to the Purchase of Land in Ireland. 

B e it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with A.D. 1890. 

the advice and consent of the Lords Spiiitual and Temporal, 

and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows :

The Land Depahtment. Departoiet 

ConetiUition and Jurisdiotion. 

1. — (1.) There shall be constituted a Land Department for Const 
Ireland (in this Act referred to as the Land Department), con- 
10 sisting in the first instance of six Land Commissioners, one or 
more of whom shall bear the style of Judicial Land Commissioner. 

(2.) As soon as the state of business in the Land Department 
permits, the number of the Land Commissioners shall as vacancies 
occur he reduced to thi'ee, one of whom shall be a Judicial Land 
15 Commissioner, and until the number of the Commissioners is so 
reduced any vacancy occurring in their number shall not he filled 
except on a certificate from the Lord Lieutenant to the effect that 
in his opinion the state of business in the Land Department requires 
the vacancy to he filled. 

20 (3.) The Land Judge for tlie time being shall be a Judicial 

Land Commissioner. 

(4.) Subject to the provisions of this Act with respect to the 
first Land Commissioners, each of the Land Commissioners other 
than a Judicial Land Commissioner shall be appointed by Her 
25 Majesty, by waiTant under the Royal Sign Manual, and shall hold 
his office by the same tenure as if he were a county court judge 
in Ireland, and shall receive such annual salary, not exceeding tico 
thousand jive hundred pounde, as the Treasury may assign.

Officer? of 2. — (1.) Subject to the provisions of this Act, the Land 
Lnnd De- Department may, with the consent of and subject to regulations 

portment. Treosury, appoint such officers and employ such persons as 

may he necessary for the purposes of this Act. 

(2.) Subject to the provisions of this Act with respect to existing 10 
offieere, the officer’s of the Land Department shall receive such 
salaries or remuneration as the Treasury may assign, hut an 
officer appointed after the commencement of this Act shall not he 
entitled to any pension or superannuation allowance under this 
Act unless he has been admitted to his office with a certificate from 15 
the Civil Service Commissioners. 


(3.) The power of appointing any officers of the Laud Depart- 
ment who are not to be permanent civil servants of the Crown 
shall he exercisable by such persons, and subject to such conditions, 
as the Lord Lieutenant in Council may, with the concurrence 20 
of the Treasury, direct. 


Salariee, 3. — (1.) The salaries^ pensious, and superannuation allowances 

^ Land Commissioners shall be charged on and paid out of 
fees! the Consolidated Fund or the grotoing produce thereof. 

(2.) The salaries^ remuneration^ and superannuation alloioances 25 
of the officers of the Lcmd Department^ and such expenses {not 
olhericise provided for under this Act) of carrying this Act into 
effect os may be sanctioned by the Treasury, shall he paid out of 
money prodded by Farliamenf. 

(3.) All foes received by the Land Department shall, except so 30 
far as they are in pursuance of directions of the Treasury applied 
as an appropriation in aid of moneys provided by Parliament for 
expenses under this Act, be paid into the Exchequer. 

4. — (1.) There shall be transferred to the Land Department 
Depnrtroent. the jurisdiction, powers, and duties following, namdy : — 35

cature Act (Ireland), 1877, transferred from the Landed 
Estates Court, Ireland, to the High Court, including the control 
and direction of the Record of Title Office of the Landed Estates 
Court, Ireland, and all powers and duties exercised and dis- 40 
charged by the judges of that Court, or either of them, under 
the Record of Title Act (Ireland), 1865, so far as the same 
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jurisdiction powers and duties exist at tlie commencement of A.D. 1890.

(2.) The lieasury may from time to time, on being satisfied that 
the transfer to the Land Department of any of the powei-s or duties 
10 herein-after mentioned would be conducive to efficiency and 
economy, by order (in this Act referred to as an order of transfer) 
transfer to the Land Department any of the powers or duties of 
the Board of Works under any of the enactments mentioned in 
the Pirst Schedule to this Act, or any amending enactment, so 
15 far as any such enactment relates to loans for the improve- 
ment of lands in Ireland, or to the erection of farm buildings or 
labourers cottages, and thereupon those powers and duties shall 
he transferred accordingly, but the exercise and performance 
thereof shall he subject to the like control by the Ti’easury as at 
20 the date of such order. 

(3.) The Land Department may exercise, for the purposes of their 
duties under the Land Purchase Acts, any powers vested in them by 
virtue of the transfer of the powers of the Landed Estates Court, 

Lelond, and the Land Judge, herein-hefore mentioned. 

25 (4.) The Land Department shall not he subject to he restrained 

in the execution of their powers mider this Act by the order of any 
court, nor shall any proceedings before them he removed by 
certiorari into any court. 

5. — (1.) An appeal shall lie to the Land Department from any Appeal*. 

30 decision of a county court judge acting under any of tlie Land Law 
(Ireland) Acts, or of a sub-commission under any of those Acts, 
and all such appeals shall he by way of rehearing. 

(2.) A further appeal shall, with the consent of the Land 
Department, hut not otheivrise, lie from any decision of the Land 
36 Department on an appeal imder the foregoing provisions of this 
section to the Court of Appeal, whose decision shall be final, but 
such further appeal shall not be permitted in respect of any 
decision as to the amount of judicial rent, or any question of value 
or damages, or any matter left in the discretion of the Land 
40 Department. 

(3.) An appeal shall lie to the Court of Appeal from auy judg- 
ment or order of a {Laud Commissioner acting in a matter of a 
judicial character or involving a question of law or a mixed 
question of law and of fact.

(4.) The right of appeal imder this section shall he subject to the 
like conditions as an appeal from a judge of the High Court sitting 
in Court. 

6. — (1.) The Land Department shall be a body corporate, with 
perpetual succession and a common seal, having power to acquire 5 
land for the purpose of any enactment under which the Laud 
Department is for the time being authorised to act. 

(2.) Judicial notice shall be taken of the official seal of the Land 
Depaidmeut, and any instrument purporting to be sealed therewith 
shall for all purposes be admissible iu evidence, and, if a copy, shall 10 
be so admissible in like manner as the original. 

(S.) An order of the Land Department may be under their 
common seal, and authenticated in the prescribed manner. 

7. — (1.) For the purpose under the Land Pm*chase Acts of gmnting 

or refusing advances, and of ordering sales of holdings, the Land 16 
Department shall act by not less than two Land Commissioners, 
but where such two Commissioners differ on any such matter it 
shall be determined by thi*ee Land Commissioners of whom a 
Judicial Land Commissioner shall he one. 

(2.) For the pm*pose of hearing any appeal from a decision of a 20 
county court judge acting under any of the Land Law (Ireland) Acts, 
or of a sub-commission under any of those Acts, the Land Depart- 
ment shall act by a Judicial Laud Commissioner and such two other 
Land Commissioners as would have acted if this Act had not passed, 
and the Judicial Land Commissioner shall preside. -5 

(3.) In the event of the illness or unavoidable absence of any 
Land Commissioner other than a Judicial Land Commissioner, any 
such appeal may be heard and determined by two Commissioners 
only. 

(4.) Subject to the provisions of this Act, the Land Department 30 
may act by any one or more of the Land Commissioners. 

(5.) Subject to the provisions of this Act, the performance and 
exercise of tlie duties, powers, and business of the Land Department 
shall be distributed among the Land Commissioners in such manner 
as the Lord Lieutenant in Council may direct, so however that, so 35 
far as practicable, matters which are of a judicial character or 
involve any question of law shall be assigned to the Judicial Land 
Commissioners. 

(6.) "What matters are of a judicial character or involve a 
question of law shall be determined by the Judicial Land Conunis- 40 
sionere, and in case of their differing by the Lord Chancellor.

(7.) The Land Department may act notwithstanding any vacancy _f~^j 
in their number. The Land

8. — (1.) If and when any Judicial Land Commissioner is tein- pro\-ision for 
porarily unable to attend, or his ofG.ee is vacant, the Lord Chancellor ab^oce^of 

5 may nominate any judge of the High Court to act, and the judge Land Com- 
so nominated shall, dming such inahility or vacancy, have the “issjoners. 
same jurisdiction as if he were such Judicial Land Commissioner. 

(2.) The Lord Chancellor may nominate any Judges of the High 
Court to act as additional Judicial Land Commissioners for the time 
10 specified by him ; and every judge so nominated shall, during that 
time, have the same jurisdiction as the Judicial Laud Commis- 
sioners for the purposes of the Laud Purchase Acts. 

(3.) A judge of the High Court appointed before the first day of 
January, one thousand eight htmdred and eighty-eight shall not, 

15 without his oum consent, be nominated under this section. 

9. — (1.) When the Land Department have sanctioned an Review of 
advance under the Land Purchase Acts to a tenant who is

purchasing his bolding, it shall be lawful for any person iutei-ested 
in the purchase money — other than the landlord to apply in the pre- 
20 scribed manner and within the prescribed time to a Judicial Laud 
Commissioner ; and thereupon such Commissioner shall inquire into 
the sufficiency of the price agreed on, and if he shall decide that 
the sale ought not to he carried out on the ground that the 
agreement therefore was made at an under value, the sanction of 
25 Ihe Laud Department to the advance shall be invalid. 

(2.) The decision of the Judicial Land Commissioner under this 
section shall be final and conclusive. 

10 . In the construction and for the puiposes of any Act of Construe*

(3.) Each of the first Judicial Laud Commissioners shall continue 
to have the same lanh, to hold his office by the same tenure, and to 
he entitled to the same salary and pension as if tliis Act had not 
passed, and he had continued to hold the oflace held by him at the X5 
commencement of this Act. 

(4.) Each of the other first Land Commissioners shall hold his 
office by the same tenure as if he had been appointed after the 
commencement of this Acty and shall he entitled either to a salary 
of two tliousand fee hundred pounds and the like pension or 20 
superannuation allowance as if his service as Land Commissioner 
under any previous Act and under this Act were service in the 
2 }€rmanent Civil Service of the State within the meaning of section 
seventeen of the Sup>erannuation Act, 1859, or to a salary of three 
thousand pounds loithout any pension or sup>erannuation allowance. 25 


(5.) Ifothing in this Act shall require the person who is the 
Land Judge at the commencement qf this Act to perform as 
Land Commissioner any duties other than such as are analogous 
to those performed by him before the commencement of this Act.

The Bank of Ireland and all other persons and authorities 
shall make any entry or transfer required for giving effect to this 
section, and the Bank of Ireland shall, on requisition in writing 
20 from the Land Department, cause to be transferred to the account 
of the Land Department any hank annuities standing in the books 
of the Bank of Ireland in the name of the AccoiiDtant-Gcneral of 
the Supreme Com*t in pm-suance of the order of any judge whose 
jurisdiction is transferred hy this Act. 

25 (3.) All books, documents, and papers which ore in the posses- 

sion of any pei‘soii whose jurisdiction, powers, or duties are by or 
under the provisions of this Act transferred to the Land Depart- 
ment, or of any person attached to or employed under any such 
person hy reason of his being so attached or employed, and which 
30 relate to the jurisdiction, powers, and duties so transfermd as

Guarantee Dej)Osit. 

17. — (1.) Notwithstanding anything in any of the Land Purchase 
Acts, in every case of an advance under the said Acts made by the 
Land Department to a tenant who is purchasing his holding the 
Land Department shall, subject to the provisions of this section, 
retain a guarantee deposit out of the advance made. 

(2.) If the Laud Department are satisfied that the pmuhase 
money and the value of the interest which a tenant agrees to buy 
in his holding are in excess of an advance made for the purchase of 20 
that holding, they may, if the excess is at least one fourth of such 
value, dispense with any guarantee deposit, and if the excess is less 
than one fourth, may reduce the guarantee deposit by an amount 
proportionate to that excess.

liability of 18. — (1.) T\’here aifor the commencement of this Act the Land 

lenotit after Department shall sanction an advance under the Land Purchase 
for sale. Acts tor enabling a tenant to purchase his holding from his 

landlord, the tenant shall not be liable for rent accruing after the 30

(2.) The said interest shall ho payable to the Land Lepartment 
half-yearly on the first days of 3Iay and Xoremher, and shall be 
5 recovered by them as if it were an instalment of a pnrchase-aniuiity 
charged on the holding, and when received shall, after deducting 
expenses, be paid by them to the landlord, or other person entitled 
thereto. 

(3.) If the vesting order is refused, the agreement for sale shall 
10 become void, and the tenant shall he liable to pay his rent in like 
manner as if the agreement had never been made, hnt any sum 
paid to the liand Lepartment for interest by the tenant in pursuance 
of this section shall he allowed by the landlonl to the tenant as if 
it were rent paid. 

15 19. — (1.) Every vesting order made after the commencement of ^^ 65 * of 

this Act on a sale by a landlord to a tenant under the Land oSer!“ 
Purchase Acts, as regards any holding, shall vest the holding in the 
purchaser, and charge it with the purchase-annuity ; and the first 
instalment of such annuity shall, if the vesting oi*der is made on 
20 a gale day for the payment of puvchase-aimuities, he paid on the 
next such gale day, and in any other case be paid on the second 
such gale day which occiu’s after the making of the vesting 
order. 

(2.) The vesting order shall he binding upon all persons claim- 
25 ing any estate or interest in tlio land comprised in the holding, 
including Her Majesty the Queen, and shall he ctfectual to vest 
in the purchaser, and charge the purchase-annuity on, tlie fee 
simple and inheritance of the holding described in the order, 
subject to such exceptions and reservations (if any) as to mines, 

30 timber, and fishery, or other rights as may he specified in the 
order, and subject to any public rights affecting the same, and to 
the provisions of this section respecting the tenant’s interest, and 
respecting easements, hnt save as aforesaid discharged from all 
estates, charges, interests, and incumbrances whatsoever as well of 
35 Her Majesty as of all other persons whomsoever. 

(3.) Where the holding is purchased by the tenant thereof, the 
estate in fee simple vested in him by the vesting order shall, subject 
to the charge of the purchase-annuity, and to any such charge for 
the excess of the purchase money above the advance as is set out in 
40 the order, be deemed to he a graft upon the previous interest of the 
tenant in the holding, and he subject to any rights or equities 
arising therefrom; provided that any charge on such previous

lo'B. a charge on the estate vested in the tenant by the vesting order 5 
next after the purchase-annuity. 

(4.) The holding vested in any person by a vesting order shall 
continue to have appurtenant thereto, and to be subject to (as tlie 
case may be), any previously existing easements ; and in case of a 
holding vested in any tenant by a vesting order, whether under 10 
the Laud Purchase Acts or otherwise, any privileges or advantages 
previously in fact enjoyed, whether by permission of the landlord
